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A  change  in  egg  production 
is  usually  accompanied  by  a 
change  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion in  farm  prices.  In  the 
period  1957  to  1967  there  were 
two  exceptions;  in  1958  and 
1966  increases  in  production 
were  accompanied  by  in- 
creases in  the  farm  price  of 
eggs.  The  6  percent  increase 
in  egg  production  this  year  is 
resulting  in  a  more  than  15 
percent  decline  in  egg  prices. 
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THE    POULTRY    AND    EGG  SITUATION 
Approved  by  the  Outlook  and  Situation  Board,  October  26,  1967 

SUMMARY 


A  slight  decline  in  egg  production, 
a  small  increase  in  broiler  production 
and  fewer  turkeys  are  in  prospect  for 
1968. 

Pullet  chicks  placed,  eggs  set, 
and  prospective  flock  size  all  point  to 
some  reduction  in  egg  production  later  in 
1968.     Broiler  production  is  expected  to 
increase  again  in  1968  but  the  gain  may 
be  slightly  less  than  that  of  196?.  With 
large  cold  storage  holdings  and  low  prices, 
turkey  production  may  be  cut  below  the 

1967  level,  the  first  reduction  in  6 
years . 

Moderate  cutbacks  indicated  for 
production  of  eggs  and  turkeys  and  a 
smaller  gain  in  prospect  for  broiler  pro- 
duction, reflect  producers'  response  to 
lower  prices  and  higher  production  costs 
in  1967.     Egg  prices  declined  early  in  the 
year  and  have  remained  at  low  levels.  The 
egg-feed  price  ratio  in  January  to  Septem- 
ber was  8.9  compared  with  10.7  a  year 
earlier.     Broiler  prices  in  1967  averaged 
substantially  below  year-earlier  levels, 
following  a  decline  in  prices  in  the  fall 
of  1966.    Turkey  prices  declined  early  in 
the  year  and  have  continued  below  a  year 
earlier.    Feed  prices  were  higher  during 
the  first  half  of  1967  than  in  1966  but 
declined  below  year-earlier  levels  in  the 
third  quarter.    Both  broiler-feed  and 
turkey-feed  price  ratios  were  less  favor- 
able in  January-September  than  in  1966. 
With  big  supplies  in  prospect,  feed 
prices  are  expected  to  average  lower  in 

1968  than  in  19.67. 

Eggs :     Egg  production  continues 
above  a  year  earlier,  with  September  pro- 
duction 6  percent  higher.  Production 
through  September  totaled  nearly  7  per- 
cent above  the  same  period  last  year. 
Farm  egg  prices  for  the  period  averaged 
31.3  cents  per  dozen,  about  6.9  cents  un- 


der 1966  prices.     There  was  some  increase 
in  egg  prices  in  September,  but  as  a  re- 
sult of  a  seasonal  increase  in  production, 
central  market  prices  declined  through  the 
third  week  in  October. 

Prices  for  the  rest  of  the  year  are 
not  expected  to  increase  significantly  un- 
less laying  flocks  are  culled  heavily. 

Broilers :     Broiler  meat  production, 
which  ran  6  percent  above  year-earlier 
levels  in  the  first  half  of  this  year,  was 
running  at  year-earlier  levels  in  Septem- 
ber.   Live  broiler  prices  in  January-Sep- 
tember averaged  13.8  cents  per  pound,  about 
2  cents  per  pound  below  the  same  period 
last  year.     In  September,  live  broiler 
prices  averaged  12.6  cents  per  pound.  Some 
strengthening  of  prices  was  indicated  in 
October  by  an  increase  of  about  2  cents  in 
the  average  9-city  wholesale  ready-to-cook 
broiler  price.     Live  broiler  prices  are 
expected  to  show  some  modest  strengthening 
in  coming  months  as  production  is  cut  be- 
low year-earlier  levels. 

Turkeys :     The  number  of  turkeys 
raised  in  1967  will  probably  be  8  percent 
above  last  year.     There  has  been  some  shift 
to  heavier  breeds  and  feeding  to  heavier 
weights  has  resulted  in  about  a  12  percent 
increase  in  total  meat  production.  Most 
of  the  increase  came  in  the  first  three 
quarters  of  the  year. 

Live  turkey  prices  through  September 
averaged  20.5  cents  per  pound,  about  2.6 
cents  below  the  same  period  last  year. 
Prices  for  the  rest  of  the  year  may  show 
some  very  modest  seasonal  increase,  but  any 
increases  will  likely  be  small  because  of 
the  relatively  heavy  marketings  and  record 
large  cold  storage  holdings. 
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EGGS 

Recent  Situation 

Egg  production  this  year  is  expect- 
ed to  reach  a  record  level,  about  6  per- 
cent over  1966.     The  higher  level  of 
production  was  reached  early  in  the  year 
and  in  the  first  9  months  was  6.5  percent 
above  a  year  earlier.    Most  of  the  produc- 
tion increase  in  I96T  was  due  to  a  larger 
number  of  layers,  but  production  was  also 
boosted  by  a  2  percent  higher  rate  of  lay. 

Egg  prices  to  farmers  for  the  Jan- 
uary-September period  averaged  31.3  cents 
per  dozen,  6.9  cents  under  1966.  Prices 
declined  sharply  early  in  the  year  and 
reached  a  low  of  27 . ^  cents  in  June.  There 
was  some  strengthening  of  prices  in  July 
and  again  in  September,  when  prices 
reached  32  cents  per  dozen.     Following  the 
seasonal  low  in  production  in  September, 
prices  declined  as  production  increased 
seasonally  in  October. 

Egg  breaking  activity  was  up  this 
year  and  cold  storage  holdings  of  shell 
eggs  on  October  1  were  nearly  three  times 
larger  than  the  small  holdings  in  1966. 
Military  purchases  were  up  in  the  first 
half  of  this  year,  compared  with  1966.  In 
July,  USDA  initiated  a  purchase  program 
for  dried  whole  eggs  for  distribution  in 
the  school  lunch  program,  the  first  such 
program  since  196U.     During  the  operation 
of  the  program  from  July  13  to  September  7, 
a  total  of  2.h  million  pounds  of  dried  whole 
eggs,  the  equivalent  to  about  236  thousand 
cases  of  shell  eggs,  were  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  $3.2  million. 

Egg  production  gains  and  lower 
prices  are  resulting  in  the  first  substan- 
tial increase  in  per  capita  consumption 
of  eggs  in  15  years.     Per  capita  use  will 
likely  reach  326  eggs — an  increase  of  13 
eggs  or  h  percent.     This  contrasts  with  a 
decline  of  2  percent  in  1966. 

Feed  cost  during  the  first  half  of 
1967  averaged  about  5  percent  higher  than 
in  1966.     In  August,  prices  paid  for  lay- 
ing feed  ration  dropped  below  a  year  earl- 
ier.    The  egg-feed  price  ratio  for  the 
January-September  period  averaged  8.9, 


compared  with  10.7  for  the  same  period 
last  year.     Feed  nrices  in  the  coming  year 
are  expected  to  continue  below  last  year. 
Prices  paid  for  started  pullets  averaged 
$1.68  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  about 
the  same  as  last  year,  and  then  declined 
to  $1.65  in  September. 

Outlook  for  1968 

Producers  are  expected  to  cut  back 
egg  production  in  1968  in  response  to  the 
relatively  low  prices  of  eggs  and  the  higher 
production  costs  in  1967.     Output  of  eggs 
in  the  first  half  of  1968  will  likely  run 
slightly  above  1967  levels ,  but  after  mid- 
year production  may  drop  below  year-earlier 
levels . 

On  October  1,  there  were  kOO  million 
potential  layers,  1  percent  more  than  a 
year  earlier.     The  number  of  pullets  under 
3  months  old  (which  will  enter  the  laying 
flock  in  early  1968)  was  down  3  percent. 
From  March  through  September,  the  number  of 
egg-type  chicks  hatched  was  about  7  percent 
below  1966.     On  October  1,  there  were  lU 
percent  fewer  eggs  in  incubators  than  a 
year  earlier.     These  indicators  point  to  a 
substantially  lower  number  of  pullet  place- 
ments through  the  first  half  of  1968.  Pro- 
duction may  also  be  reduced  by  a  lower  rate 
of  lay  as  the  age  of  the  laying  flock 
increases . 

Prices  to  producers  in  the  first  half 
of  1968  will  likely  average  below  the  32 
cents  received  during  the  first  half  of 
1967.     However,  feed  costs  will  average 
lower.     If  production  is  cut  back  as  ex- 
pected in  1968,  prices  later  in  1968  may 
average  slightly  above  prices  in  the  last 
half  of  this  year. 


BROILERS 

Recent  Situation 

For  the  21st  consecutive  year, 
broiler  production  increased  again  in  1967. 
The  number  produced  in  1967  is  expected  to 
rise  3  percent  from  the  2.57  billion  birds 
in  1966.     The  increase  this  year  is  well 
below  the  8  to  10  percent  increase  in  the 
2  preceding  years  and  about  the  same  as  in 
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I96U.    Most  of  the  increase  in  broiler 
meat  production  in  1967  came  in  the  first 
half  when  production  ran  6  percent  above  a 
year  earlier.     By  September,  production 
was  cut  back  to  year-earlier  levels. 
Broiler  chick  placements  for  marketing  the 
rest  of  this  year  indicate  production  will 
likely  run  below  the  same  period  in  1966. 

Prices  for  live  broilers  averaged 
13.8  cents  per  pound  in  January-September, 
about  2  cents  below  a  year  earlier.  The 
larger  supply  of  broilers  and  increased 
competition  of  red  meats  (principally 
pork)  and  turkeys  have  depressed  broiler 
prices  during  most  of  1967.    With  prospects 
of  broiler  supplies  below  a  year  earlier 
and  somewhat  less  competition  from  red 
meats,  broiler  prices  are  expected  to  im- 
prove moderately  in  coming  months.  The 
9-city  average  wholesale  price  for  broilers 
on  October  16  was  2U.5  cents  per  pound. 
This  was  slightly  above  the  mid-September 
price  and  only  about  1/2  cent  below  a  year 
earlier.     Larger  supplies  of  turkey  meat 
in  the  last  quarter  of  this  year  will  tend 
to  temper  broiler  price  increases. 

USDA  began  buying  young  cut-up 
chickens  for  the  National  School  Lunch 
Program  in  September.    Total  purchases  for 
September  and  October  amounted  to  25.5 
million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $7.6  million. 
Last  year's  program  purchases  began  in  Au- 
gust and  ended  in  January  1967.     A  total 
of  5^  million  pounds  were  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  $16.9  million. 

The  cost  of  broiler  feed  in  the 
first  half  of  1967  averaged  almost  k  per- 
cent above  a  year  earlier.     During  the 
third  quarter,  however,  the  cost  declined 
and  averaged  almost  k  percent  below  a  year 
earlier.    The  broiler-feed  price  ratio 
averaged  2.7  for  the  January-September 
period,  the  least  favorable  since  196l. 
Prices  reported  for  broiler  chicks  declined 
about  12  percent  from  January  to  September. 
Lower  prices  for  feed  and  broiler  chicks 
are  expected  to  extend  into  1968. 

Outlook  for  1968 

Broiler  production  is  expected  to 
continue  increasing  in  1968,  but  not  as 
much  as  in  1967.     Broiler  chick  place- 


ments and  eggs  set  in  recent  weeks  indicate 
broiler  production  by  the  end  of  the  year 
will  be  running  below  a  year  earlier.  A 
reduction  in  the  Nation's  broiler  hatchery 
supply  flock,  which  was  about  1/5  larger 
this  summer  than  a  year  ago,  has  been  un- 
derway in  recent  months.     Placements  of 
pullet  chicks  for  broiler  supply  flocks 
this  year  have  been  below  a  year  earlier. 
These  placements  indicate  the  broiler 
hatchery  supply  flock  will  be  reduced  and 
by  mid-1968  will  run  well  below  a  year 
earlier.    A  reduction  in  size  of  the  hat- 
chery supply  flock  would  tend  to  ease  the 
pressure  to  expand  broiler  production. 
Since  production  of  the  hatchery  supply 
flock  can  be  diverted  to  table  eggs  or 
processing,  the  prospective  smaller  flock 
would  still  provide  the  capacity  for  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  production.     Thus  an 
upturn  in  production  is  likely  in  1968  if 
red  meat  prices  hold  up  in  the  coming  year. 

Broiler  prices  next  year  may  aver- 
age a  little  higher  than  in  1967 .  Prices 
in  the  early  months  of  1968  are  expected 
to  be  around  levels  of  a  year  earlier.  But 
prices  later  in  the  year  are  expected  to 
average  moderately  above  the  relatively 
low  levels  of  1967. 


TURKEYS 

Recent  Situation 

Turkeys  raised  in  1967  are  expected 
to  reach  125.6  million  birds,  an  increase 
of  8  percent  over  1966.     But  with  more 
heavy  breed  turkeys  and  marketings  at 
heavier  weights  this  year,  turkey  meat  pro- 
duction may  be  up  as  much  as  12  percent 
above  last  year.     In  the  January-August 
period  (normally  a  period  of  light  market- 
ings), Federally  inspected  slaughter  of 
turkeys  was  almost  1/3  larger  than  in  1966. 
Production  during  the  heavy  marketing  sea- 
son is  running  near  1966  levels.    But  cold 
storage  stocks  are  much  larger  than  a  year 
ago. 

Turkey  feed  prices  through  the  first 
half  of  this  year  averaged  above  the  same 
period  in  1966.     After  mid-year,  prices  de- 
clined and  during  July-September,  they 
averaged  about  k  percent  below  a  year 
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earlier.     The  turkey- feed  price  ratio  for 
January-September  averaged  5.7  compared 
with  6.5  in  1966.     This  is  the  lowest  tur- 
key-feed price  ratio  since  196l.  Turkey 
poult  prices  during  the  main  hatching 
season,  March-June,  averaged  about  k  per- 
cent below  the  same  period  last  year. 

Live  turkey  prices  through  Septem- 
ber this  year  averaged  20.5  cents  per 
pound.     This  was  about  2.6  cents  per  pound 
below  the  same  period  last  year.  Larger 
supplies  of  turkeys  and  keen  competition 
from  red  meats  and  broilers  depressed 
prices  this  year.    Also,  during  January- 
August  there  was  little  change  in  the 
amount  of  turkeys  further  processed,  com- 
pared with  last  year.     Demand  for  turkeys 
is  expected  to  be  strong  through  the  holi- 
day season.    But  supplies  are  large  and 
prices  are  expected  to  continue  low. 

The  USDA  turkey  purchases  program, 
designed  to  help  the  industry  move  the 
large  supplies,  was  initiated  in  July. 
Through  October  20,  a  total  of  69.7  mil- 
lion pounds  of  ready-to-cook  turkey  had 
been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $21.5  million. 
Turkeys  purchased  under  this  program  will 
be  distributed  under  the  school  lunch 
programs . 

Outlook  for  1968 

Fewer  turkeys  may  be  raised  in  1968 
than  the  record  number  of  1967  •  Although 
feed  costs  are  expected  to  be  lower  next 
year,  the  relatively  low  prices  received 
by  producers  in  1967  may  lead  to  some 
cutback  in  numbers  raised  next  year. 


In  October  turkey  breeder  flock 
owners  in  15  important  turkey  growing 
States  indicated  their  intentions  to  keep 
11  percent  fewer  turkey  breeder  hens  for 
the  1968  hatching  season  than  in  1967. 
These  breeders  indicated  intentions  to 
reduce  heavy  breed  hens  by  10  percent  and 
light  breed  hens  by  18  percent.  While 
this  survey  is  an  important  early  indi- 
cator of  the  number  of  turkeys  raised  the 
following  year,  intentions  and  final  ac- 
tions may  differ  somewhat.     However,  the 
number  of  turkeys  tested  for  pullorum  in 
July-September  was  13  percent  under  the 
same  period  last  year.     The  number  of 
heavy  breed  turkeys  tested  was  down  12 
percent  and  the  number  of  light  breed 
tested  was  down  21  percent  from  a  year 
earlier. 


Cold  storage  holdings  of  turkeys 
carried  into  1968  are  expected  to  be  big- 
ger than  the  relatively  large  amount  car- 
ried into  1967. 


So  far,  poults  hatched  for  marketing 
early  next  year  are  above  1967  levels. 
Live  turkey  prices  are  expected  to  be 
slightly  lower  in  the  early  months  of  1968 
than  in  1967 •     But  if  there  is  a  reduction 
in  output  as  expected  for  the  main  market- 
ing period,  prices  for  the  year  may  aver- 
age a  little  above  1967.
